The Capital Region is one step closer to 
housing the largest urban park in North 
America after $30 million worth of federal 
funding was announced yesterday. 

The money is for the ^ver Valley 
Alliance’s vision for the North 
Saskatchewan River Valley, stretching 
18,000 acres from Devon to Fort 
Saskatchewan. 

“This is truly remarkable news and real¬ 
ly makes this concept a reality,” said Sol 
Rolingher, chair of the alliance. 

The money, announced by Rona 
Ambrose, MP for Edmonton-Spruce Grove, 
will be combined with $50 million from 
the province and another $30 million that 
still needs to be collected from the seven 
member municipalities. 

That $110 million will be used to create 
trails for about half of the 88-kilometre riv¬ 
er valley where there currently aren’t any, 
as well as footbridges. The leftover money 
will be used to acquire any land needed to 
complete the preferred route. 

“(The river valley) is one of the jewels in

Provinces win 
right to regulate 
in-vitro fertilization 


O Justice Thomas Cromwell offers determining view in 
split vote O Says many provisions fall under provinces 


A divided Supreme Court of 
Canada has upheld the 
right of the provinces to 
regulate in-vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion. But the court said the 
federal government is with¬ 
in its rights in banning 
cloning and human hy¬ 
brids. 

The court issued a divid¬ 
ed advisoiy opinion that 
grappled with the “weighty 
moral concerns” of assisted 
reproduction. It upheld in 
part a 2008 (Quebec Court of 
Appeal decision that de¬ 
clared Ottawa overstepped 
itself in asserting its right to 
regulate the use of human 
sperm, eggs and embryos. 

The court split 4-4-1 with 
Justice Thomas Cromwell

Quebec filed a constitu¬ 
tional challenge to the 2004 
federal Assisted Human Re¬ 
production Act and was 
supported by three other 
provinces. The province ar¬ 
gued that Ottawa was tread¬ 
ing on provincial 
jurisdiction over health 
care. 

The act regulated the use 
of sperm, eggs and em- 
biyos, while banning 
clones and hybrids. Ottawa 
maintained it had the 
right to make criminal 
laws and that the purpose 
of the act was to protect 
the “health, safety and 
public morals” of Canadi¬ 
ans .

O Massive exercise will involve 800 
troops O 33 kilometres south of border 


South Korea vowed yester¬ 
day to “completely 
punish” North Korea if it 
attacks again, and 
mobilized hundreds of 
troops, tanks and helicop¬ 
ters for a massive military 
exercise prompted by high 
tensions on the peninsula. 

The firing drills 
planned for today near the 
Koreas’ heavily armed 
land border signalled that 
South Korea is willing to 
risk further escalating ten¬ 
sions with North Korea, 
which shelled a southern 
island off the western 
coast on Nov. 23 and 
stirred up a war-like 
atmosphere. 

The attack, which killed 
four people, was portrayed 
by Pyongyang as a retalia¬ 
tion for southern military 
exercises on Yeonpyeong 


island that day. 

South Korea has 
conducted 47 similar mili- 
taiy drills this year, and it 
scheduled one more exer¬ 
cise for Thursday in 
response to the North Ko¬ 
rean attack, an army offi¬ 
cer said on condition of 
anon 5 miity, citing depart¬ 
ment rules. Thursday’s 
drill will be the biggest- 
ever wintertime joint fir¬ 
ing exercise that South 
Korea’s army and air force 
have staged, an army 
statement said. 

“We will completely 
punish the enemy if it pro¬ 
vokes us again like the 
shelling of Yeonpyeong Is¬ 
land,” Brig. Gen. Ju Eun- 
sik, chief of the army’s 1st 
armoured brigade, said 
separately.

A leaked U.S. government 
document says Canada’s 
former environment minis¬ 
ter was fmstrated with his 
own government’s re¬ 
sponse to international crit¬ 
icism over the oilsands. 

And Jim Prentice was 
getting ready to step in to 
do something about it. 

The diplomatic note, ob¬ 
tained by WikiLeaks and 
published by the Norwe¬ 
gian newspaper Aften- 
posten, was an accounting 
of a 2009 lunch that Pren¬ 
tice had with the U.S. am¬ 
bassador to Canada.

11.S. military 
gays don’t have 
to lie anymore 


O ‘I say to all Americans, gay or straight... we will be 
honoured to welcome you into the ranks’: Obama 


Declaring that members of 
the U.S. militaiy will no 
longer be asked to lie, U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
fulfilled a campaign prom¬ 
ise yesterday and signed a 
landmark law repealing 
the ban on gay men and 
women serving openly in 
the armed services. 

The signing ceremony 
was a breakthrough mo¬ 
ment for the U.S. gay com¬ 
munity, the military and 
for Obama himself 

The president vowed 
during his 2008 campaign 
to repeal the law and faced 
pressure from liberals, a 
significant base in his 
Democratic party, who 
complained he was not act¬ 
ing swiftly enough. 



The new law is the 
second of three expected 
victories in what’s turned 
out to be — for Obama — 
a surprisingly productive 
post-election Congress. 


Weeks after his self- 
described “shellacking” in 
the Nov. 2 vote, he has won 
lopsided approval of a tax- 
cut compromise with the 
opposition Republicans, 
and the Senate is poised to 
deliver his top foreign-poli¬ 
cy goal: Ratification of a 
new nuclear-arms treaty 
with Russia. 

The new law affecting 
the military ends the 17- 
year-old “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy that forced gays 
to hide their sexual orien¬ 
tation or face dismissal. Its 
repeal comes as American 
public opinion on such is¬ 
sues as gay marriage and 
gay rights in general has 
grown more tolerant.

It came with wobbly writ¬ 
ing and hand-drawn 
diagrams, but an elemen- 
taiy school science project 
has made it into a peer-re¬ 
viewed journal from 
Britain’s prestigious Royal 
Society. 

Biology Letters 
published a report yester¬ 
day conducted and 
written by a group of 
eight- to 10-year-olds from 
an English elementary 
school investigating the 
way bumblebees see 
colours and patterns. 

The scientific organiza¬ 
tion said the children re¬ 
ported findings that were 
a “genuine advance” in 
the field of insect colour 
and pattern vision. 


Working with a neuro¬ 
scientist from University 
College London, the chil¬ 
dren carefully document¬ 
ed their methodology and 
discussed the data they 
collected. 

The group trained bees 
to go to targets of 
different colours by giving 
them a sugar reward, and 
reported that the insects 
are able to learn and 


remember cues based on 
colour and pattern. Scien¬ 
tists who commented on 
the kids’ report in the 
journal say although the 
experiments were modest 
and lacked statistical 
analyses, they were clever¬ 
ly and correctly designed 
and hold their own com¬ 
pared to those conducted 
by highly trained special¬ 
ists.

Quadriplegic chef pens 
inspirational cookbook 


O Cooking with Cory offers tasty recipes based on healthy, fresh and 
sustainable ingredients O Cookbook also offers tips for the handicapped 


Coiy Parsons simply won’t 
let adversity keep him out 
of the kitchen. 

Thirteen years ago, the 
budding chef from 
Nanaimo, B.C., was severe¬ 
ly injured in a diving acci¬ 
dent that left him a 
quadriplegic. 

He had been apprentic¬ 
ing in the restaurant in¬ 
dustry since the age of 12, 
but his life was totally dis¬ 
rupted as he came to terms 
with the new reality of his 
physical disability. 

“But somehow I wanted 
to get back into the food 
industry,” says Parsons, 36. 

“Obviously with the level 
of injuiy I have, carrying a 
box of wine in a restaurant 
and working 14-hour days 
was not possible,” he says. 

Then the idea of writing 
a cookbook came to him, 
and the result is uplifting. 
His first cookbook. Cook¬ 
ing with Cory: Inspira¬ 



tional Recipes for the Fear¬ 
less Cook (Whitecap 
$29.95, paperback), is “a 
dream come true.” 

“I typed most of the 
book with one finger,” says 
Parsons. Then he discov¬ 
ered voice recognition soft¬ 
ware, which helped him 
finish the book. 

As a personal train¬ 
er to others who are 
disabled. Parsons is a 
proponent of healthy, 
fresh and sustainable 
ingredients. 

Readers will be 
able to savour his 
recipes including 
Cory’s Green Co¬ 
conut Curry Prawns, 
Crispy Crunchy Crab- 
cakes and Barbecued 
Tenderloin Steak with 
Goat Cheese. 

His book also offers tips 
on tools and ideas that en¬ 
able the handicapped to 
negotiate their kitchens 


without fear. 

“I have become quite 
skilled in the kitchen,” he 
writes in the introduction. 
“The adaptions include 
lowered countertops, plen¬ 
ty of room to manoeuvre 
my chair and an array of 
carefully chosen kitchen 
utensils.” 

He also ad¬ 
dresses the 
adjustment 
he has had 
to make 
since the acci¬ 
dent in choos¬ 
ing the foods 
he can eat. 
“I 
have 
had ad- 

reac- 
tions 

to some foods, which has 
forced me to change my di¬ 
et,” he says. A severe reac¬ 
tion to processed salt has 


don’t have any 
voluntary motion 
of my hands, but I 
do have 60 per 
cent in my arms.” 

CHEF CORY PARSONS 

led Parsons to choose Hi¬ 
malayan pink salt, which 
is unrefined. 

After the accident. Par¬ 
sons returned to university 
and studied psychology, 
recreational therapy and 
earned a diploma in crisis 
counselling. 

He now works as a con¬ 
sultant for accessibility 
and personal relations for 
those with disabilities. 

But there is no doubt in 
his mind that his greatest 
achievement is his cook¬ 
book. “I have discovered 
that you can do an54:hing.

“Three weeks, up 
until I got sent to Man¬ 
chester (of the American 
Hockey League on Nov. 17 
for a conditioning stint), 
came back from Manches¬ 
ter and I didn’t really get 
told anjfthing. I’m sure 
they were unsure what 
they were going to do with 
me.
